Durable Goods and Com- 
modities Show Chief 
Gains, Says Federal Re- 
serve Bank Report. 


Despite the drouth and the cus- 
tomary seasonal slack in certain 


Eighth Federal Reserve District 
during May and the first half of 
June continued the steady improve- 
ment shown in recent months, the 
St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank 
said in its current monthly review, 
issued today. 

The improvement covered both 
durable goods and commodities for 
ordinary consumption, the report 
noted, but was more pronounced as 
to the former classification. The 
iron and steel industry made a 
particularly favorable showing, with 
operations at steel mills and foun- 


jdries in the first half of June at 


the highest rate for any like period 
since 1931, 

Employment, affected by absorp- 
tion of workers in agricultural and 
other seasonal occupations, im- 
proyed noticeably as a whole, the 
report said. Although dry weather 
in many localities reduced prospects 
for certain crops, principally fruits 
and vegetables, the general outlook 
was for average or better yields of 
the principal productions. 

Wholesale Shoe Trade Slumps. 

Distribution of wholesale mer- 
chandise in May exceeded by a 
large margin the volume in the pre- 
ceding month and increases over 
May a year ago were recorded in 
all lines investigated except gro- 
ceries and shoes. However, com- 
bined sales of all wholesaling and 
jobbing interests were 18.4 per cent 
less than the total for May, 1935, 
due chiefly to a drop of 40 per cent 
in shoe sales. The increase over 
April sales was 8.6 per cent. 

Retail trade, as reflected by dol- 
lar value of department store sales 
in principal cities, showed about the 
expected decrease, 1.7 per cent, from 
April volume, but was larger, 10.3 
per cent, than trade in May, 1935. 

A feature of the retail trade was 
the broader diversity of merchan- 
dise sought. Sales of sport goods 
and vacation supplies have been 
larger this season than in any other 
since 1930.

St. Louis Ter- 
minal Railroad Association hand- 
ling interchanges for 28 connecting 
lines, interchanged 88,616 loads in 
May against 85,959 in April and 73,- 
378 in May, 1935. 

Barge Tonnage Sets Record. 

Tonnage handled by the Federal 
Barge Lines in May between St. 
Louis and New Orleans was the 
heaviest for any month in the his- 
tory of the service. The month-to- 
month and yearly comparisons 
showed increases of 5.8 and 31.4 
per cent, respectively. 

Commercial failures increased, 
numbering 40 and involving liabili- 
ties of $480,000, against 25 defaults 
involving $296,000 in April and 45 
insolvencies for a total of $272,000 
in May last year. 

Conditions in individal industries 
during May were reported as fol- 
lows: 

Boots and Shoes—The decline of 
39.9 per cent in sales as compared 
with sales in May, 1935, was attrib- 
uted to the extraordinarily heavy 
volume in the earlier month. An 
increase of 18.4 per cent was re- 
corded in the comparison with 
April sales. 

Clothing — Reversing the usual 
seasonal trend, sales showed an in- 
crease of 42.7 over those in the pre- 
ceeding month and 61.8 per cent 
over those in May, 1935. 

Drugs and Chemicals—Sales de- 
clined 4.2 per cent from the April 
total but for the eleventh consecu- 
tive month were in excess of those 
for the same month a year earlier. 
This increase was 9.2 per cent. 

Dry Goods—Following customary 
seasonal precedent, sales showed a 
moderate increase, .8 of 1 per cent, 
over those in the preceding month 
as well as a substantial gain, 5.9 
per cent, over those in May, 1935. 

Electrical Supplies—Sales were 
the largest for any May since the 
reserve bank began making the 
record in 1924. Increases in the 
two comparisons were 14.7 and 9.2 
per cent, respectively. 

Flour—Production at the 12 lead- 
ing mills totaled 178,866 barrels 
against 191,390 in April and 185,- 
595 in May, 1935. 

Demand for Furniture. 

Furniture—Sales were the largest 
for the month since 1929, with de- 
mand for household furniture nota- 
ble. Increases in the two compari- 
sons were 4.2 and 22.3 per cent, re- 
spectively. 

Groceries—Sales declined 5.2 per 
cent from those in April and 9.3 
per cent from those in May last 
year. The decline was most no- 
ticeable in areas affected by the 
drouth. 

Hardware—Sales increased 14.6 
over sales in April and 10 per cent 
over those in May last year. Three 
leading interests reported demand 
for sport goods was the best since 
pre-depression times. 

Iron and Steel — Activities at 
mills, foundries and machine shops 
continued at a high rate. Where 
recessions occurred they were off- 
set by increased production at mills 
specializing in commodities for 
railroads and the building indus-

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FOUR SENTENCED 


IN ALTON HOLDUPS 
AND BOMBINGS 


Men Plead Guilty and Get 
Terms Ranging From 1- 
to-14 Years to Year-to- 


Life. 


Four men who had admitted par- 
ticipating in a series of bombings 


and robberies in and near Alton 
pleaded guilty yesterday before 
Judge M. V. Joyce in the Madison 
County Circuit Court at Edwards 
ville. Three received sentences 
ranging from one year to life and 
the fourth received two sentences 
of one to 14 years. 

The men, all residents of Alton, 
are: Harold Fink, 25 years old; 
Frank Moore, 29; Paul Massears, 
27, and Curtis Steele, 21. 

Fink was sentenced to prison for 
a term of one year to life for rob- 
bery while armed. He also received 
four sentences of one to 25 years 
for participating in four bombings 
and another of one to 14 years 
for assault with intent to kill. 

Moore received two sentences of 
one year to life for robbery while 
armed, He also received four sen- 
tences for participating in the 
bombings, ranging from one to 25 
years. In addition, he received two 
sentences of one to 14 years for as- 
sault with intent to kill and another 
for one to 14 years for assault with 
intent. to rob. 

Masséars was given four sen- 
tences of one to 25 years for bomb- 
ings and two sentences of one year 
to life for robbery while armed. 

Steele received a penalty of one 
to 14 years for assault with intent 
to rob and a similar sentence for 
assault with intent to kill. 

The sentences are to run concur- 
rently. 

Fink, Moore and Massears admit- 
ted bombing the Alton homes of 
Jesse P. Walters, Dec. 22, 1935; 
Thomas Imbers, April 9 last; Oliver 
M. Crawford, April 7, and Henry 
Rhodes, April 7. The same trio ad- 
mitted robbing the tavern and serv- 
ice station of Lindley J. Waters 
Nov. 19, 1935. 

Fink and Moore pleaded guilty of 
assault with intent to kill in con- 
nection with the robbery of Charles 
A. Morris, Jan. 14. Moore and 
Massears admitted the robbery of 
the tavern of Henry Mensching, 
Feb, 28. Moore and Steele admit- 
ted robbing the service station of 
Richard Beubel, March 4 and plead- 
ed guilty to charges of assault with 
intent to rob and assault with in- 
tent to kill. 

Massears and Moore were arrest- 
ed by Alton police and deputy sher- 
iffs about two weeks ago for ques- 
tioning in connection with several 
robberies. They admitted partici- 
pating in the bombings and impli- 
cated Fink.

ATLANTA, Ga., June 30. — Gov. 
Eugene Talmadge said today the 
Democratic national convention in 


Philadelphia established “social 
equality and political equality” by 
allowing the Negroes to take part. 
“No Republican administration 
has ever forced the Negroes on the 
Southern people, as did the con- 
vention at Philadelphia,” said Tal- 
madge, who has campaigned 
against the New Deal but has an- 
nounced he would support the can- 
didates nominated in 1936, as well 
as the platform. 

“The New Deal papers of Geor- 
gia and the South are printing just 
as little about this Negro domina- 
tion and equality as they can get 
by with,” Talmadge said. “Why 
don’t the Southern papers give the 
news as to what happened up in 
Philadelphia? . When they 
flaunted Negroes in the hotels and 
dining rooms, and had them making 
nominating speeches to our South- 
ern people, it was saying to us: 
"You don’t amount to anything, any- 
way. We will buy you. We will 
make you associate with the Ne- 
gro, and make you like it.’ There 
are thousands of good white women 


in the South who will register their

ARMY AMPHIBIAN PLANE 
SETS DISTANCE RECORD 


Flies From San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
te Langley Field, Va., With- 
out Refueling.

CHICAGO AMEBIC DYSENTERY 
DEATHS PUT, AT 98 IN 1933 


Dr. H. N. Bundesen Reports on Epi- 
demic; Urges Supervision of 
Plumbing Installations. 

CHICAGO, June 30.—Dr. Herman 
N. Bundesen, president of the Chi- 
cago Board of Health, made public 
yesterday a report of the United 
States Public Health Service which 
disclosed there were 1409 cases of 
amebic dysentery and 98 deaths in 
the Chicago epidemic of 1933. 

The report recommended effec- 
tive supervision of plumbing in- 
stallations as a preventative meas- 
ure, as well as frequent inspections 
of water and sewage systems in 
buildings. 

The course of the epidemic was 


traced in the report to two Chicago 
hotels, where it was determined a 
polluted water supply was respon- 
sible. 

“It was the first water-borne 
outbreak, and the only Known ex- 
tensive epidemic of this disease in 
a civilian population,” the report

Assertion That Joe Louis 


Is Through as Head Liner

NEW YORK, June 30.—We note that Jack Dempsey !{s quoted 
as saying that ‘‘Joe Louis’ glass jaw will be a target for every fighter 
adding that in his (Dempsey’s) opinion, Joe 


he meets in the future,”’ 
is through as a topnotcher. 


The quotation comes from Colum- 
bus, Ga., and it may be that Jack 
was merely talking for _ sectional 
consumption, as well as through his 
hat. Old fighters are generally 
found talking through their hats, 
especially when some youngster 
comes along exciting the customers. 
We suspect that it arouses the 
green-eyed monster of jealousy in 
the old boys. 

We cannot understand why so 
many folks are eagerly counting 
10 on Louis’ career on his first and 
only knockout. Take Dempsey, for 
instance. Dempsey was flattened 
with one punch by Jim Flynn in 
1917, when Dempsey had been box- 
ing several years, and Flynn, at 
that stage of his career, could 
scarcely punch his way out of a 
cellophane sack. 

We used to near rumors that 
Dempsey took a dive to Flynn for 
$300, but Dempsey, in his own pub- 
lished story, says it was absolutely 
on the level, and that he really was 
knocked out, so we have always 
accepted Dempsey’s word about the 
affair. 

One Punch Dropped Jack. 


It was one punch, remember, not 
a 12-round succession of murderous 
punches to the jaw that brought 
Dempsey down, but no one claimed 
that Dempsey had a “giass jaw,” 
or that the knockout ended his 
career. 

He went on from that knockout 
to win the heavyweight champion- 
ship of the world, and always got 


_ credit for having a good stout chin, 


though Gunboat Smith gave him a 
terrific rocking with a punch to 
that spot, little Georges Carpentier 
staggered him, and Luis Angel Fir- 
po and Gene Tunney made him see 
stars. 

We think Dempsey, of all men, 
is a little out of line in talking 
of “glass jaws” in view of the Flynn 
incident in his career, and for a 
chap who was licked, or held very 
close, by such as wild Burt Kenny, 
Andre Anderson and several others 
at a much later stage of his fistic 
life than Louis is right now, he is

certainly out of line in writing finis 
to Joe’s career. 

We were not at all convinced 
that Louis could lick Schmeling, 
and so stated, but it is our guess 
that the brownskin will go on to 
become as great a heavyweight as 
the ring has ever produced, when 
he gets over being young. 

If one knockout ended pugilistic 
careers, we wouldn’t have had Joe 
Gans, or Dempsey, or John Arthur 
Johnson, or Benny Leonard, or Jack 
Sharkey, or Max Schmeling, or 
Mickey Walker, or a hundred other 
champions. 

What some of the wiseacres for- 
get is that Louis didn’t take a beat- 
ing around the body. Schmeling 
didn’t hit him more than two or 
three body punches, as we remem- 
ber, none of them effective. He was 
always hit in about the same spot 
by the same punch on the jaw, and 
it isn’t the head hammerings that 
do the most damage to puzgilistic 
careers. It’s the body beatings. 

Sharkey Back in Picture. 

Jack Sharkey projected himself 
back into the heavyweight picture 
as a result of his victory over Phil 
Brubaker of California. 

Sharkey, with 12 years of fight- 
ing behind him, and a number of 
knockouts against him in his rec- 
ord, is back in the picture, mark 
you, yet Joe Louis, with less than 
two years’ professional experience 
and one knockout, is reading his 
pugilistic epitaphs. 

Well, to that we say stuff and | 
nonsense. 

We guarantee that there isn’t a) 
fight manager of any experience in | 
the business that wouldn’t rather 
have Louis right now than any two 
other fighters around, and that goes 
for both Schmeling and Braddock. 

We were not convinced that Louis 
could lick Schmeling because we 
didn’t think Louis knew enough, as 
yet, or that he was in the proper 
frame of mind. But it is our opin- 
ion that after another year of se- 
vere campaigning Louis will be 10 
times a better fighter than Schmel- 
ing ever was.

POLITICAL FIGHT 


BREAK OUT IN 
FRENCH ALGERIA | 


One Killed and Many 
Wounded as Rightists 
and Leftists Clash in 
Three Cities.

ALGIERS, Algeria, June %30.— 
Political and labor troubles spread 
from France to this French do 
minion last night, one person be 
ing killed and many wounded. 

Rightists and Leftists clashed at 
Constantine and Oran. Arabs dem- 
onstrated against Jews in one sec 
tion of Oran, resulting in the Police 
Prefect’s flight by plane from Al- 
giers to the scene of the racial dis 
turbances. Police and military 
forces were mobilized in all three 
cities. 

Zaoui Jacques was shot and 
killed during a clash between Left- 
ists and Nationalists near the Oran 
City Hall. The Rightists, alleged 
to be members of the French Croix 
de Feu, which has been ordered 
disbanded, resisted attempts to 
break up a meeting. 

A detachment of troops left Bona 
after 400 striking native miners at 
a nearby mine attacked a freight 
train and exchanged shots with po- 
lice. 

At Constantine, armed guards pa- 
trolled the streets after halting en- 
counters between adherents of 
French Left and Right wings. 


“Folded Arms” Walkouts in Sixth 
Week in France. 


PARIS, June 30.—Scattered dem- 
onstrations continued the tension 
in France today as the “folded 
arms” walkouts went into the sixth 
week. 

Firemen routed 25 unemployed 
who occupied the city hall at 
Sausheim, a suburb of Mulhouse, 
Streams of water from fire hose 
forced the demonstrators to retire 
from the public building after they 
had raised the red flag and the tri- 
color together.

Smokeless Cities of the Future 


-~- _ 


Converting coal into gas at the mine, economically practicable with large consumption, 


is method whereby cities ultimately will be freed from smoke evil, scientific writer

For most purposes, gas is the ideal fuel. It 
gets out of hand on certain occasions, but 
when treated with proper respect, it is an 
obedient servant. The production of arti- 
ficial gas (“manufactured” gas is the term 
the industry prefers) normally leaves a 60 
or 70 per cent residue of coke, which is com- 
monly used as a solid fuel. 

However, the coke can be completely gas- 
ified by the familiar water-gas process, 
which is commonly used to boost up produc- 
tion when demand is heavy. This gas does 
not have as high fuel value as that distilled 
from the coal, but it is perfectly satisfac- 
tory, nevertheless. The public could stand 
to use a gas of a somewhat lower calorific 
value than it usually receives. 

In most districts, it is considered that gas 
for heating is a luxury, and so it is, usual- 
ly. When the householder buys the artifi- 
cial product for $1 per thousand cubic feet 
(‘a common price), he is paying about four 
times as much for each heat unit as he 
would be if he purchased a good grade of 
bituminous coal at $12 per ton. However, in 
some natural-gas districts, the householder 


can get his gas fuel at a price which cor-, 


responds closely to good bituminous coal at 
about $8 per ton. 
* * * 

Despite this great spread in prices, some 
of the experts have admitted (not publicly) 
that in favorable locations, they can even 
now cut the cost of making artificial gas 
down to a point where it will be as cheap 
as the natural. Three-fourths of the cost 
of artificial gas to the consumer is now usu- 
ally taken up in the distribution, about one- 
fifth in manufacture and about one-twen- 
tieth in unexplainables. 

If gas were universally used in large quan- 
tities, distribution cost could be cut down 
enormously, and the day could goon be re- 
alized when even the common man could 
not afford not to heat with artificial gas. 
Such a happy state of affairs depends on 
mass production and mass consumption and 
also on a uniform load throughout the 
year, for more than a few days’ gas supply 
cannot be stored, and that means a large 
summer-time use to keep the pipe lines 
busy. That is a different story. 

If a large market for artificial gas is de- 
veloped, it will pay to gasify coal complete- 
ly, close to the mines, and pipe the fluid 
heat units to smokeless cities, but the mar- 
ket will not develop until there are lower 
prices. It pays to transmit natural gas from 
Texas to Chicago in a high-pressure pipe line 
that must he amortized in 20 years because 
of uncertainty of supply. Would it not pay 
to transport artificial (manufactured) gas 
from the coal fields of Indiana or [Illinois in 
a pipe line that need not be written off 
until deterioration takes it? 

When we really become civilized, we will 
certainly ostracize smoky cities, for there is 
no real excuse for them even now. There is 
nothing more depressing than the winter 
smoke pall of the average American city.

Why, with all our knowledge, skill and re 
sources, we should never have progressed be 
yond a deluge of smoke is one that has 
not been answered. 

Persons who have never lived in the 
smoky belt cannot really appreciate the in- 
terest the public might have in a smokeiess 
fuel. Pittsburgh has the shady reputation 
because of her many smoky industries, but 
Pennsylvania coal is really a gentieman 
compared with that from Indiana, Illinois 
or even Utah. Despite the honors accorded 
Pittsburgh, it is some of the other cities 
that really have the smoke. 

« « « 

The evils of smoke are not those of incon- 
venience only. The destructive efflorescence, 
or surface flaking, of masonry buildings 1s 
always aggravated by the presence of sul- 
phur dioxide in the air, which comes from 
coal smoke. The annual bill for cleaning 
the accumulated soot from exteriors and for 
the destruction by efflorescence can certain- 
ly be tallied in the millions and charged up 
to smoke, principally soft-coal smoke. 

In the Chicago district alone, about 2500 
tons of sulphurous acid on the average 
comes down upon the population every day, 
that acid having been derived from the sul- 
phur in the coal. That much acid will quick- 
ly rot a great many shirts, shoes, socks, 
dresses and carpets. It dulls the finish on 
cars and spoils the paint on houses. A sooty 
collar is not only a dirty collar, it is a rot- 
ting one. You may blame the frayed edges 
upon the laundry, but the chances are that 
it is only one-tenth to blame; it is the at- 
mosphere in which you live. 

The average commercial laundry bill in 
Chicago is 60 per cent more per person per 
year than it is in Philadelphia. Chicagoans 
are not cleaner, they just have more smoke. 
An administrative engineer of the United 
States Fuel Board estimates that smoke 
costs the residents of Chicago $50,000,000 per 
year ($95 per minute), exclusive of soiled 
houses and injured health. 

« as ¥ 

The doctors have never revealed to us the 
total effect of the perpetual smoke bath 
upon our good health. They do not know. 
At autopsy, they can tell whether the corpse 
is that of a former city or rural resident, 
because the lungs of the city man will h 
distinctly blackened by the accumulation of 
soot. No one knows just how deleterious 
this may be, but it certainly is not an aid 
to health. 

Even a slight injury to the average per- 
son's health could be negatively valued at 
many millions of dollars, for even a dollar 
per head per vear amounts to $125,000,000, 
and it certainly does not take much good 
health to be worth a dollar of anyone's 
money. 

When the power plants and the gas works 
move to the mines or convenient centers on 
the seaboard, the wires and pipes entering 
the cities will be the only links connecting

Howard Says $500,000 Organization

MOISTURE DEFICIENCY 
CONTINUED IN JUNE 


Seventh Straight 
Drouth in State and City ‘‘Most 
Severe on Record.” 


Moisture deficiency, whith per- 


sisted throughout June, has been 
a feature of every month since last 
November, and the drouth over the 
entire State, as well as in St. Louis, 
“is the most severe on_ record,” 
Weather Forecaster Roscoe Nunn 
said today. 

The total rainfail in the State for 
the last six months was about 9.76 
inches, 46 per cent of the normal 
of 21.11 inches. Compared with the 
1934 drouth, the present one is 
more severe, for during the first 
six months of 1934, the State had 
12.02 inches of rain. In another 
outstanding drouth year, 1901, State 
rainfall was 13.12 inches. Since 
1888, when the first rainfall record 
was made, the first six months of 
this year exceeds all others in 
moisture deficiency by two inches 
or more. 

State-wide, the accumulated de- 
ficiency in rainfall for the first six 
months is 9.38 inches, while the 1934 
deficiency was 8.12 inches. 

State Average 1 Inch in June. 

During June alone, the State has 
had a general average of only one 
inche hainfall, one-fourth of nor- 
mal, and St. Louis has had 2.07 
inches rainfall, about half of nor- 
mal. There Was measurable rain- 
fall on six days in St. Louis, while 
the normal number is 11. 

The total measurement of 2.07 
inches at the Weather Bureau does 
not tell the whole story of the 
drouth, Nunn said, because the 
showers were restricted to small lo- 
calities in many instances. At Val- 
ley Park only .71 of an inch was re- 
corded and at Union, Mo., only $8 of 
an inch. 

Most of the area to the west and 
south of St. Louis, including about 
25 counties, is as dry or drier than 
St. Louis, Nunn said. In spite of 
the record-breaking deficiency of 
State rainfall, only about one-half 
or two-thirds of the State appears 
to have suffered greatly, Nunn said. 
Well-timed occurrences of rain, al- 
though in small amounts, and rath- 


‘er moderate temperatures in June, 


except on a few days, have been al- 
leviating factors. 
Damage by Grasshoppers. 
Considerable grasshopper dam- 


| age to farm crops, principally corn, 


has been reported in Madison Coun- 
ty, Illinois, although the insects are 
not as great in number as reported 
from some Western states, T. W. 
May, adviser of the County Farm 
Bureau, announced today. He esti- 
mated the grasshoppers were about 
90 to a square yard in fields most 
severely infested. 

Little damage from grasshoppers 
has been reported from St. Clair 
County where farm agents say the 
insects are still small. When they 
grow larger it is expected that dam- 
age may increase. No damage was 
reported in St. Louis County. 

May advised control with bran 
bait, a mixture of 25 pounds of 
bran, two quarts of molasses, 10 
quarts of water and one pound of 
white arsenate of paris green, 
spread uniformly over infested 
fields by hand or with an oat seed- 
er. 

Above Normal. 

The average temperature for the 
month tn St. Louls was TT? degrees, 
two above normal, but the 104 de- 
grees on June 19 was the highest

temperature ever recorded in June. 
The previous high record was 102, 
on June 28, 1934. 


There were 14 days in June when 
the temperature was 90 or above, 
while on June 19, 20, and yester- 
day it rose to 100 or more. How- 
ever, an unusually low tempera- 
ture for June occurred on June 22, 
when 55 degrees was recorded. 

Compared with other years the 
month .averaged only moderately 
warm, but was marked by extremes 
of high temperatures and a cool 
period from June 22 to 2%. June, 
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1935, was cool and wet, and June, 
1934, was the warmest of record 
with an average temperature of 
82.6 degrees. Thunderstorms oc- 
curred this month on seven days 
and hailstorms on two. There were 
20 clear days, seven partly cloudy 
and two cloudy.

SYNOPSIS 


In yesterday's article Walter Duran- 
ty related his experiences on the East- 
ern Front as a war correspondent im- 
mediately following the collapse of 
the Czarist regime, when Russia was 
in a state of political and economic 
upheaval. He described the conditions 
among both the Red and the White 
Russian armies during the civil war 
which followed the revolution, when 
the Red forces were being hard pressed 
by the enemies of Bolshevism. Fol- 
lowing his covering of the civil war 
he was sent to Moscow, where the 
American Relief Administration was 
beginning an effort to relieve the pop- 
ulace during the terrible post-revolu- 
tion famine days. 


man occupation of Lille. Moscow 
was essentially a business city, and 
the period of Militant Communism 
had reduced business to nothing. 
One forgets, too, that in the early 
years of the revolution the Bolshe- 
viks were a small minority enforc- 
ing a new and unwelcome system. 


It is hard for Westerners to un- 
derstand how much “upkeep” our 
modern cities require. You can 
take a medieval European castle 
and besiege it for 50 years, and un- 
less you smash it with high ex- 
plosives there will be little change 
in its heavy walls and casement 
windows, but the structure of a 
modern city is more delicate. Light, 
heating, water mains and drainage, 
the clearing away of refuse and 
the maintenance of public services 
all are part of an elaborate com- 
plex. 


Moscow in 1921 was a strange hy- 
brid between a modern city and a 
village. There were fine buildings, 
street cars, electric lights,  tele- 
phones, gas and water mains, drain- 
age and public services of aijll 
kinds, side by side with wooden 
cottages of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and the latter had suffered 
least. The contrast alone was 
startling but it was nothing to what 
we felt when our motor = truck 
lurched out of the station yard into 
what had been a wide boulevard 
with its central trolley track and 
handsome houses on either § side. 
The street was full of holes 
where water mains had burst or 
where there had been digging in 
the attempt to clear choked drains. 
For two and a half years at least 
there was no running water in 
Moscow. Can you imagine what 
that means, you New Yorkers? And 
no steam heat, in a climate where 
30 below zero occurs almost every 
winter. Somehow they kept the 
street cars running and I dont 
think there was anything I saw 
which affected me so horribly. They 
were free of course; everything was 
free in Moscow in those days—if 
you could get it—and they looked 
like long, dingy boxes on both ends 
of which bees had swarmed; but 
the bees were human beings hang- 
ing on to each other. At one point 
where we stopped I saw a street 
car start with a jerk and three or 
four of the human swarm rolled 
headlong in the dust. No one paid 
attention or even laughed. Further 
on at a corner the tail of a truck 
flicked the edge of a similar swarm 
and knocked them off like insects. 
Some got up limping and one, a 
woman, lay where she had fallen. 
And no one seemed to car. 


Little less horrible was the as- 
pect of the houses. A big six-story 
building, each of whose 60 windows 
was defaced by a tin stove-pipe with 
an ugly black flare of smoke on 
the stonework above—that’s what 
Moscow had come to when its cen-

tral-heating broke down and there 
was no more wood for the big 
Dutch tiled stoves, which had 
warmed Russian homes before cen- 
tral-heating was introduced. Peo- 
ple built themselves little stoves of 
brick in each room, or three or 
four to a room if it was a big one, 
and burnt what they could, beams 
and framework from broken houses, 
green wood from the parks and 
woods around the city, their own 
furniture, and last, their floors and 
doors. I heard of a buhl cabinet 
whose owner had been a famous 
collector and loved it and kept it, 
and knew its value, which ran into 
thousands of dollars, but it went 
up in smoke at last, and after it 
the flooring of his room, which fol- 
lowed soon. Then the poor citizen 
died of pneumonia from sleeping 
on the damp earth and they only 
found him by accident weeks later, 
frozen stiff.

There were plenty of 
bricks in Moscow for anyone to 
take from the houses that were 
smashed in the revolutionary fight- 
ing, and from the larger number 
that were gutted by fire when there 
was no water to quench the flames, 
and from others which had fallen 
down through age and lack of re- 
pair. Two weeks after I got there 
a row of houses at the other side 
of Theater Square opposite the For- 
eign Office collapsed suddenly one 
night, just fell to pieces, burying 
two score people in the ruins. The 
Pravda gave this item three lines 
and said something ought to be 
done about it. 

Life in Lille was hard enough un- 
der the German occupation, but I 
cannot believe that the inhabitants 
of any great city in modern times 
suffered so much as those of Mos- 
cow. The struggle for sheer exist- 
ence was so grim that people be- 
came callous and indifferent. There 
was one Englishman in our party, 
rather serious-minded and full of 
moral values, who hadn’t seen the 
war and still believed what they 
had taught him at school. One day 
he went out walking in Moscow and 
met an intelligent little boy about 
10 years old. The brat talked En- 
glish and said that he had been the 
main support of his family during 
the “bad years.” My colleague 
asked how, and the child said 
brightly, “By stealing things, most- 
ly potatoes and cabbage, it was no 


good stealing anything but food. 
Once I stole a silver teapot, but all 
I could get for it at the market 
was two carrots. And once I stole 
a horse’s head, and oh, Mister, it 
made good soup.” My colleague 
was horrified, but he did not wish 
to hurt his little friend, so he said 
kindly, “Don’t you know, my boy, 
that stealing’s wrong?” To which 
the kid replied with a look of in- 
finite contempt, “All the boys in 
my street steal, but I stéal better 
than any of them.” This is a true 
story and my colleague got all sad 
and wrought up about it, and point- 
ed a whole row of morals, but I 
thought then, and think now, that 
he was a silly ass, and told him 
so, although he didn’t believe me, 
and seemed ready to shed tears 
about this corruption and perver- 
sion of youth; as if the law of sur- 
vival was unnatural or perverted. 

I’ve talking a great deal to peo 
ple in Moscow about the “bad 
years,” and all of them say that 
the worst thing was not hunger 
or cold, though both were bad 
enough, but the breakdown of 
the water supply and sanitation. 
This was where the people who 
lived in the little one-story houses 
and, wooden shacks were luckiest. 
They still had the primitive sanita- 
tion of the village and got their 
water from a well at the end of the 
yard, but in a big modern building 
the effects of this breakdown must 
have been appalling. 


Of all that I saw that first day 
in Moscow I think what struck me 
most was the fact that no shops 
were open. Remember that this 
was a city of traders with shops 
everywhere, even in the residential 
quarters. Some of them were 
boarded up, but in most cases the 
boards had been torn away for 
fuel and you saw empty windows 
or no windows at all, just holes, like 
missing teeth. I drove and walked 
that first day through six or seven 
miles of Moscow streets, and along 
the whole route only three kinds 
of shops were open, and mighty 
few of them; barber shops or had- 
been beauty parlors with grinning 
wax dummies in the windows; 
stores that sold scientific parapher- 
nalia like sextants and microscopes 
and theodolites and surveying in- 
struments and geographic globes 
and T-squares and boxes of com- 
passes and measuring tools, which 
apparently the State had not cared 
to requisition; thirdly, little dingy 
stores with cabbages and potatoes 
and wizened pears and apples.

HE people looked less hungry. 


T tran I had expected, but their 

clothes were amazing. Of course, 
being summer, most of them wore 
cotton or canvas, or similar light 
materials, all of which were dirty 
because there was no soap to wash 
them. But one saw plenty of peas- 


ant sheepskins ‘with the tanned 
hide outwards and hundreds of 
home-made garments Which had ob- 
viously been sewn together from 
blankets and curtains or @ven car- 
pets, like the little girl with her 
Persian prayer-rug. The clothes 
were dirty and the people were 
dirty, but they did not look aimless 
or disheartened. On the contrary, 
they were all bustling about like 
ants, most of them with a bundle 
or some other object in their hands 
or on their shoulders, and there was 
a light of hope and eagerness in 
the ‘majority of faces, because, as 
I found later, the long winter of 
Militant Communism had ended, the 
icy bonds that had frozen the life 
and activities of the nation were 
broken and the warm sun of N.E.P. 
was stimulating it to new effort 
and activity. :, 
* « . 
E. P. (New Economic Policy) 
was intraduced by Lenin in 
® the summer of 1921. The form- 
al decree inaugurating the new pol- 
icy was not published until Aug. 9, 
but its most important feature, that 
of “free” or unrestricted trade, had 
been tacitly admitted since the 
spring. Both in Russia and abroad 
N.E.P. was regarded as a reversal of 
policy, which indeed it was, but it 
was also a reversion to policy. It re- 
versed the policy of Militant Com- 
munism, which had been enforced 
since the early part of 1918, but it 
also reverted to the original prin- 
ciples by which Lenin was guided 
when the Bolsheviks seized power 
in November, 1917. This sounds 
paradoxical, but it can be explained 
by a brief historical retrospect. 
In point of fact, the very phrase 
“when the Bolsheviks seized power” 
is misleading. It would be more 
correct to say “when the Bolsheviks 
picked up from the ash-heap the 
neglected scepter which had fallen 
there,” so complete was the anarchy 
which had followed the downfall of 
the Tsar. The period from the 
Tsar’s abdication in March to 
Lenin’s advent in November was 
hailed abroad as the dawn of lib- 
erty and democracy in Russia. In 
reality it was a time of growing 
chaos. When the Tsarist Empire 
broke under the strain of the war 
and by its own incompetence and 
the corruptno of its core, there was 
nothing left to take the place of its 
highly centralized authority. The 
efforts of would-be Liberals like 
Prince Lvov and Prof. Miliukov to 
create a democratic regime over- 
night were no more successful than 
those of their more revolutionary 
successors, Cheidze and Kerensky. 
The truth of the matter is that 
Russia was unfitted, or at least 
unready, for a democratic system, 
as Kerensky sourly acknowledged 
on the eve of his flight from the 
country he had tried to rule. “No 
self-government is possible,” he 
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said, “for a nation of newly liber- 
ated slaves.” 

There was, however, a curious 
anomaly in the Tsarist Empire in 
that, although highly centralized 
politically, it had little economic 
centralization. An undeveloped, in- 
dustrially backward and mainly 
agricultural country, Russia was 
Subject to foreign imfluence in fi- 
nance and mechanized industry. 
The war threw both into confusion, 
especially after the German ad- 
vance cut off from the Empire the 
industrial centers of Poland and 
the Baltic States. It ig not gen- 
erally realized abroad how fmiense- 
ly local were production and eom- 
merce under the Tsars, but i is 
safe to say that More than two- 
thirds of the food and goods pre 
duced and consumed by the '"carist 
population were of local oriyin. 
More than 90 per cent of the po n- 
lation lived in villages and sn «li 
towns. The food they ate was pr» 
duced on tiny peasant holdings 
which would not be dignified by the 
name of farms in the United States, 
and the goods they consumed were 
mainly the product of homecraft, 
of individual artisans or small co- 
operative groups. The result was 
that the political paralysis which 
followed the downfall of Tsarism 
did not have its economic counter- 
part, at least not with the same de- 
gree of rapidity and acuteness. To 
a greater extent than in any other 
European country the villages and 
towns of Russia were self-support- 
ing economic units. 

No soil could have been less pro- 
pitious for an experiment in Marx- 
ian Socialism, which its founder 
had predicted upon a highly de- 
veloped industrial system with its 
corresponding centralization of fi- 
nance and commerce. There is no 
reason to doubt that Lenin was 
well aware of this in November, 
1917, whatever may have been the 
dreams of his more fanatic fol- 
lowers. Far from attempting im- 
mediately to introduce . wholesale 
Socialism his initial policies aimed 
at co-operation, not only with fi- 
nance, industry and commerce, but 
with the various departments of the 
Provisional Government. Arthur 
Ransome, one of the few foreien 
newspaper men in Russia who 
knew what was going on in the 
autumn of 1917, once told me of 
Trotzky’s first contact with the of- 
ficials of the Foreign Office in Pet- 
rograd after his appointment as 
Commissar of Foreign Affairs. 
Trotzky summoned the whole staff 
to a large central hall and after 
announcing briefly that the new 
Government would take immediate 
steps towards peace, not only for 
Russia but for all the warring na- 
tions, he said, “We propose also to 
begin work of national reconstruc- 
tion, in which I call upon you to 
help me. We shall not tolerate 
incompetence or disloyalty but any 
of you who are willing to work 
with us will be allowed to do so.” 
He left them to consider the mat- 
ter and within an hour they all in- 
formed him that they would not 
dream of co-operating with the 
revolutionary Government of 
workers, peasants and soldiers. The 
same thing occurred in other de- 
partments, although the Ministry of 
Justice was for a time an excep- 
tion, In consequence the Bolsheviks 
were compelled to improvise a new 
governmental system. They were 
met with sullen acquiescence and 
passive resistance, at worst by é«b- 
otage and active hostility. Hue 
again they replied with confisca- 
tion and the replacement of re- 
calcitrants by their own imexperi- 
enced staffs. 

The Bolsheviks understood that 
their first and most important task 
way to re-establish a strongly cen- 
tralized< authority, so that, apart 
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from other considerations, they, 
would have naturally preferred 
economic co-operation with the rep- 
resentatives of finance and indus 
try, at least until the executive 
control of the country was assured. 
But they had no choice in the mat- 
ter. As latent opposition hardened 
they were driven even further and 
faster forward along the path of 
“nationalization’ of private enter 
prise. 

In this respect, too, it ts probable 
that the zeal of the rank and file 
of the party and of its supporters 
among the working-class popula- 
tion outran the wishes of the lead- 
ers. The campaign of assassina- 
tion launched by the Terrorist 
group of the Socialist Revolution- 
aries in the summer of 1918, te 
which Lenin so nearly fell a vic 
tim, and the outbreak of the Civil 
War, made all further compromise 
impossible. Henceforth the Bol- 
sheviks were committed to a poli- 
cy of nationalization a outrance. 


There thus began the period of 
“Militant Communism,” as it was 
termed abroad, although the Rus 
sians themselves are more correct 
in describing it by the less aggres- 
sive word “Military,” that is, per- 
taining to and made necessary by 
war. The confusion caused by the 
nationalization process and _ the 
failure of untrained workers’ to 
manage the banks and factories, 
not to mention the railroads and 
other forms of transportation, rap~- 
idly produced an economic crisis 
in the cities and larger towns. In 
an attempt to prevent the prices of 
food and other essential commodi- 
ties from sky-rocketing, the Bole 
sheviks introduced laws of increas- 
ing severity against “speculation,” 
whose final effect was almost com 
pletely to abolish private trade, 
Meanwhile the exigencies of war 
necessitated requisitions of food 
and other supplies from the peas 
ants. At first, it is true, the pease 
ants were “paid” with salt, keroe 
sene, and manufactured goods? 
then, as supplies became exhausted, 
with paper promises of goods. Fi- 
nally the requisitions became arbi- 


trary and often brutal, which roused 


widespread resentment in the vile 
lages. The peasants for the most 
part had believed that the Revolue 
tion would assure the outright pose 
session of the land, and were exase 
perated to find that the Soviet 
State had taken t'e place of the 
old regime or of private proprie 
tors. The laws restricting specula- 
tion were soon extended to the 
smaller towns and villages, and the 
local production of goods and food- 
stuffs dwindled accordingly. 


The development of Militant or 
Military Communism was hurried 
by two mutually stimulating fac 
tors—one material, the other psye 
chological. On one hand circum. 
stances, sabotage, opposition, spee 
ulation, military necessity, and the 
uttempt to create a strong central 
ized authority drove Lenin and the 
Rolshevik leaders towards the Com 
mitnistic system; on the other the

The r.vages of Civil War ine 
creased economie distress and dis 
integration. There was not much 
heavy fighting, but a vast amount 
of looting and raiding and often 
wanton destruction, not only of 
food and goods, but of the means of 
producing either. By the spring of 
1920, after two years and a4 half 
of Soviet rule, the situation was ab 
most the exact opposite of what it 
had been in November, 1917. Po- 
litical anarchy had been replaced 
by order and a strong central aue 
thority had been restored; but eco- 
nomic self-sufficiency had vanished, 
The production of food had fallen 
to a minimum, commerce was ute 
terly stagnant, and the wheels of in- 
dustry had ceased to turn. 

The Polish War might well have 
been the last straw to break the 
back of the overburdened Russiay 
camel, but the Bolsheviks, as they 
showed repeatedly during those 
cruel years, were never so active 
and determined as when their 
cause seemed desperate. The spire 
it of national patriotism aroused by 
the Polish invasion enabled them te 
rally the country’s flagging enere 
gies. Despite its defeat before 
Warsaw, the Red Army had enough 
vigor left in the winter of 1920 to 
turn savagely against Wrangel, the 
last of the White Generals on Soviet 
soil, and fling him out of the Cri- 
mea into the sea. 


HE Bolsheviks had triumphed;
